cise, while those who have nothing to 
lo fail to ca rry out n a t u r e ’s plan. 


Dr. Dixon follows out the 
line 
of 
reasoning in his weekly talks on 
h y ­ 
giene and in his diziussion 
of 
idle­ 
ness this week says: 
“ It has been said 
th a t 
the 
crime 
which n ature never 
forgives is indo­ 
lence. 
It is certain that 
our 
bodies 
never were planned for idleness. Good 
health invariably is the result 
of 
a 
continued and rational exercising 
of 
both our bodies and minds. 
“ Whenever we fail to exercise them 
for a period of time, they 
are ap t 
to 
degenerate. Not in frequently, owing to 
the close association of 
the 
various 
p a rts of the complex hum a n m achin­ 
ery. this results in the im pairment of 
one part and reflects upon the others. 


“The complications of modern 
life 
are very a p t to result 
in 
our 
being 
forced into a 
restricted 
sphere, 
to 
keep mind and body in good condition. 
“There never ha* been a time when 
opportunities were so great for those 
who desire to broaden 
their horizon 
and 
cultivate 
interests, 
aside from 
those forced upon them by their p a r ­ 
ticular ti atli* or occupation. 
Not 
to 
have in terests and occupation 
in

world teem ing with opportunities and 
possibilities is to adm it 
of 
stupidity 
and sloth. 
“ Fads of one sort or an o th er

life; nevertheless,

the 
necessity of labor, and in lieu of bet­ 
ter occupation, prevent
